The invention relates to medicine, more specifically to 
antidepressant pharmacology which selectively improves a 
diminished mood dominated by asthenic emotions. The inventive 
antidepressant substance is embodied in the form of N-carbamoyl- 
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methyl-4-phenyl-2-pyrrolidone . The invention increases the 
evidence of antidepressant effect after a single dose, prevents 
sedative and cholinergic effects, avoids the development of a 
tolerance and withdrawal syndrome during a course of application 
and allows for the unrestricted use of said substance for 
professional activity. 
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
